how to make whole wheat bread. Whole 
wheat bread is her ideal bread. She takes 
every opportunity to advocate the use of 
whole wheat flour. It was for this reason 
that the ladies were unusually anxious to 
hear her Monday. 

Her recipes given out at the lecture were: 
Rolls—Scald one pint of milk; when cool, 
add one tablespoonful of butter, half tea- 
spoonful salt, and half yeast cake dissolved 
in a little warm water. Stir in sufficient 
flour to make a dough. Knead well and 
stand aside for three hours. When light 
roll out, cut into small biscuits, cover and 
stand aside until very light, cut almost into 
halves, brush over with water and bake in 
a quick oven fifteen minutes. 

Whole Wheat Bread—Pour one pint of 
boiling water into one pint of milk, when 
cool add half teaspoonful of salt and one 
yeast cake, and sufficient flour to make a 
batter. Beat well, cover and stand aside for 
three hours. Then add sufficient flour and 
make a dough, knead well and form at once 
into leaves or sticks, cover and stand 
aside for three-quarters of an hour. Bake 
a half hour, Sticks may be baked fifteen

We are combating a sys- 
em snes, is able to call to its support all 
those influences which have been in the 
habit of dominating politics, We realize the 
magnitude of the undertaking, and we re- 
alize the necessity for success. We realize 
what it means to lose this campaign. We 
realize what it means to declare, as this 
nation has never declared before, its inabil- 
ity to conduct its own business. 

hen other nations have been scram- 
bling for gold, when other nations have 
been pushing up the price of the yellow 
metal, we have sent representatives abroad 
to ask foreign nations to join with us in 
restoring bimetallism, always reserving the 
ght to restore it ourselves if they would 
not zleld to our entreaties. But this year 
the Republican party, in its national con- 
vention, expressly declared that we are 
no longer an independent nation and must 
accept the financial policy which foreign 
nations desire that we shall have. 
“Our opponq ts tell us that we must have 
a gold standard because England has. I say 
to you, my friends, that one of the reasons 
why we cannot have a gold standard is be- 
cause sO many nations have adopted it that 
they have raised the value of gold, and for 
us to throw our influence on that side is 
simply to help to murder others, while we 
commit suicide ourselves. If other nations 
were going to the silver standard and ſeav-

It is not to be 
terrorized by a rod ot iron. My friends 
there is mothing omnipotent, but truth will 
conquer always. They say, our opponents 
do, that Iam a dangerous man. My friends, 
there is no danger in me as an individual. 
I am Hke other individuals, but a small 
part of the population of this country, and, 
my friends, any man is dangerous who 
plants himself upon the truth and dares to 
defend the truth. They need not find fault 
with me. Whether I go up or down is a 
matter of little consequence. Whether I 
live or die is a matter of but small moment, 
but the truths for which I stand will go 
marching on forever. 

Jou ask me why I know that bimetallism 
will succeed. I tell you I have two reasons. 
The first, I believe it is right, and that 
which is right will finally prevail. But I 
have another reason. I know that bimetal- 
lism will succeed. Its success is as sure 
as the rising of to-morrow's sun. You ask 
me how I know. I tell you that the gold 
standard lessens the opportunities of those 
who are in distress. We have the poor and 
distressed on our side, and if we have not 
a majority now, it is only a question of 
time when we will have if the gold standard 
continues. 

When you can prove to me that the Cre- 
ator intended mankind to lapse into the 
dark ages; when you can prove to me that 
He intended that the few should reap where 
the many sow; when you can prove to me 
that He intends that a few shall ride se- 
cure on the backs of those who toil, not 
until then can you prove to me that the 
heey Standard can prevail in the United 

tates. When you can prove to me that 
the people would rather have a Govern- 
ment run by the syndicates than run it 
themselves, you can prove to me that the 
gold standard will prevail, and not until 
then. When you can prove to me that the 
masses of the pepe prefer to have great 
trusts monopolize the business of this coun- 
try, drive the humble business man out of 
business and prey upon unprotected so- 
ciety; aot until then can you prove to me 
that the people will vote to sustain the Re- 
publican party and support its ticket for 
a gold standard. What ray of hope does 
the Republican party hold out to the people? 
Only the hope that foreign nations may, in 
the course of time, have more pity upon 
the American people than the Republican 
National Convention.” 


Bryan’s Speeches at Providence.

with an emphesis which cannot be surpassed 
in the South or West, they say ‘much 
learning hath made him mad.’ Men wh are 
30 absorbed in the worship of the dollar 


that they can't give time to che study of 


questions which surround humanity will 
sit back and, with a ‘holier than thou’ ex- 
pression, pity a man who has got beside 
himself in the study of the money quesy.on. 
They never get beside themselves. They 
never get beyond themselves in the study 
of any question. 

“You cannot find a correct definition of 
an honest dollar in the speech of any ad- 
vocates of the gold standard who are talk- 
ing this year. You ask one of them what 
he means by an honest dollar. He tells you 
that he means ‘sound money.’ Ask him 
what he means by ‘sound money’ and he 
tells you that he means ‘honest money.’ 
And chances are that you cannot guide 
him outside of that circle, because in most 
cases, me himself has no suspicion of what 
he thinks of an honest dollar. 

“He will tell you that an honest dollar 18 
a dollar which you can melt without losin 
anything. Why, bless the ignorant hea 
of the man o gives that definition, he 
does not seem to know that the very charac- 
teristic which he praises in gold is a char- 
acteristic given by law, and that the gold 
dollar and the bullion in the dollar are 
worth the same because by law you can 
convert the dollar into a dollar without 
eharge at any time you want to.“ 


Mr. Bryan argued that there can be no 
material difference between the bullion and

COMMISSIONER'S ANNUAL RE- 
PORT ON INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


MUCH IMPROVEMENT NOTED. 


The Red Men Taking to the Ways of 
Civilization and Learning 
to Work. * 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. .- D. M. 
Browning, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
has made his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Interior. He says with no outbreak 
or disturbance during the year the prog- 
ress of the Indians in education and 
civilization has been uninterrupted and sub- 
stantial. The main effort now and for 
many years must be to put the Indian upon 


his allotment, learn him to support him- 
self there, protect him from encroachment 
and injustice and educate and teach 
his children in books and industries. As 
a first step, so far as treaty obligations do 
not interfere by requiring the payment of 
moneys and issuance of rations or an- 
nuities, the Indians are given to under- 
stand that the Government will not feed 
and clothe them while they remain in idle- 
ness. Such funds as are available for the 
parpoes are devoted to starting Indians in 

omes. If an Indian will go upon an allot- 
ment and work to improve it, the Govern- 
ment will assist him in building a house 
and putting his farm in operation and 
making a practical farmer. 

The Commissioner says the Government 
goes further and ‘op the Indian for his 
work. regular Indian employes ithe 
Governmént paid last year a half million 
dollars. A great diversity of crafts and 
industries are the growth of the advanced 
civilization. The reports from Indian agents, 
he says, show that KM og commeno- 
ing to earn their living. have 
plies for the l — se crops 
sell, raise and sell live stock, work in the 
woods and on irrigation ditches and in 
many other ways contribute to their own 
subsister ce, 

The entire Indian service with few ex- 
ceptions is now under civil service mgu- 
lations. Exceptions are made as to Indians 
who are emplo under non-competitive 
examinations. Progress in educating the 
Indians is reported very satisfactory in 
spite of many difficulties encountered. The 
enrollment during the year was 23,352, an 
increase of 315 over the previous year. 
The average attendance increased 852. 

The reduction in the number of contracts

THE CARVER CLAIM. 


To Be Revived and Pushed Against St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 29.—The Carver 
claim to the site of St. Paul and part of 
Minneapolis, it is reported from Napoleon, 
O., will be revived and pushed.

him or his claim. The original document 
ceding the land from the Indians to Capt. 
Carver was for several years kept at the

LINDELL RAILWAY CO.’S POLICY 
OF POLITICAL COERCION. 


CONDUCTOR GORDON’S CASE. 


He Refused an Offer of Reinstatement, 
Conditioned on His Support- 
ing McKinley. 


The Lindell street railway officials were 
etartled Monday when they saw in the Post- 
Dispatch an account of the manner in which 
Joseph Gordon, a conductor, lost his job for 
daring to be for Bryan. 

Knowing that the American people gener- 
ally consider the right of franchise most sa- 
cred they feared the publication of their 
action would hurt their own cause. 

Very quietly the company has been striv- 
ing to McKinleyize its men. General Super- 
intendent G. W. Baumhoff decided that the 
published account of the Gordon case must 


be counteracted by making it appear to be 
untrue. 

‘When Gordon called at the company’s of- 
fices on Vandeventer avenue, in the evening 
for his time, Supt. Baumhoff condescended 
t hold private audience with him and tried 
to persuade him to take back his job. He 
counted without his man. 

Gordon declined. He said that if he ac- 
cepted the company would discharge him in 
a day or two on another pretext. 

The officials were intensely angry when 
Gordon declared that he wes a free man, 
even though he were poor and had a large 
family, and that he preferred to have his 
own convictions and hun? for a place else- 
where, * 

Thirteen known Bryan men were dropped 
from the company’s rolls immediately af ter. 

When the offer was made to Gordon by 
Superintendent Baumhoff to take him back 
into the employ of the company, the Super- 
intendend said: 

“Gordon, you know you didn’t do what 
is right by the company. The company 
doesn’t want Bryan elected, and you 
oughtn't to take sides against the com- 


any. 

“I consider what I have a right to my 
opinion and to vote as I please, answered 
Gordon. 

Then the Superintendent offered Gordon 
back his place, with the proviso that he 
should not oppose the politics of the com- 
pany. 

Gordon said he knew well what this 
meant. He would be put back and then dis- 
charged in a day or two on another pretext 
than that of being a member of the Work- 
ingmen’s Bryan Club.
